Far East, once very limited, is now almost common- 
place. All countries are actively seeking new 
industry and investment from the United States 
and are working to increase their exports to 

this country. 


On the following pages we have assembled some 
brief, helpful information to aid you on your trip. 


While each country naturally has its own language, 
you will probably be pleasantly surprised at the 
number of people—particularly your business 
contacts—who will be able to converse in 

English. 


Certain aspects of doing business in the Pacific 
and the Far East will be markedly different from 
what you may be accustomed to in the United 
States, but by and large you'll find the people 
courteous, warm and friendly and receptive to 
you as a business traveler. 


You'll find you are even more welcome if you have 
taken the time to learn the history and culture of 


the countries you are visiting. Your ability to talk 
knowledgeably about your host country can be very 
helpful in creating an atmosphere of mutual 
respect and understanding. 


As a business traveler it is assumed you will 
travel to and from the Pacific and the Far East 

by air. It is suggested that you be sure your 
return reservation is made before you leave the 
United States. Then, if business requires your 
return plans to be altered, your return reservation 
puts you in a better position to get the flight you 
desire. You will have some advantage over others, 
including tourists, who may also be trying to 

book passage on the same flight.

Most experienced business travelers carry as little cash 
as possible. Instead, they rely on travelers checks which 
can be cashed, as needed, with little or no difficulty. 


It is usually helpful, however, to have a small amount of 
foreign currency on hand before you arrive at your des- 
tination. This can be used to take care of minor expendi- 
tures such as cab fares, tips, etc. without having to nego- 
tiate a travelers check. 


Be sure to keep a list of the serial numbers of your 
travelers checks separate from the checks themselves. 
It will make replacement easier if the checks are lost 
or stolen.

Telenhioning from the

Your hotel will likely be your business headquarters in 
the Pacific. And — the telephone — your only means 
of “‘in person” contact with your home base. Therefore, 
you should consider the types of calls you will be making 
and the most efficient way of placing them. 


International Dialing 

If, in your case, time is money and you would prefer 
the capability to dial your home office direct — you 
can do so from certain countries in the Far East and 
Pacific. 


With International Dialing to the U.S., you still have 
your home office right at your fingertips. 


To place a call, simply dial the ‘‘access code’’ for the 
country from which you are calling (shown below); plus 
the “U.S. country code” (which is always “1’’); fol- 
lowed by the desired U.S. Area Code and number.

Getting Around in the 
Pacitic/Far Last 


Transportation 


Unlike Europe, where countries are relatively 
small and adjacent to each other, the countries 
of Asia and the Pacific are spread over a large 
area—more than a quarter of the earth’s surface 
—and often are separated by wide expanses of 
ocean. For this reason, travel between countries 
usually is best done by air or, if distances are 
short or time is available, by sea. 


For other than local trips within some countries, 


travel by air also is best. This is especially true 
in Australia, where large distances are involved 
(its land area is 80% of that of the U.S.). Internal 
travel by air also is recommended in Indonesia 
and Nepal, where geographic conditions make 
travel by land difficult. 


On the other hand, train systems are especially 
good in Japan, Malaysia and Thailand. Japanese 
railways,in fact, are as good or better than those 
in Europe. There are also good subway systems in 
Tokyo, Nagoya and Osaka (which are very crowded 
during rush hours). 


Buses for both long distance and local travel are 
especially good in Hawaii and Singapore. City 
buses, though convenient, can be confusing and 
it is best to get written instructions from the desk 
clerk in your hotel before using them. 


For local travel, in general, public transportation 
is widely available, since most Asian residents 
do not own cars, but is usually crowded. 

Public transportation is especially good in Hong 
Kong, which is also one of the places you can 
get around in colorful rickshaws, or trishaws, as 
they are known in Indonesia, Malaysia and Singa- 
pore. 

Taxis are available just about everywhere, and 
rental cars or limousines in the larger countries. 
Interior roads are not too good in some countries, 
however, notably Australia and some developing 
countries. 

Directional and other signs in many countries 
also can be confusing since they are not printed 
in Roman letters. 

Travel by water is an interesting way to see the 
sights in many countries, whether by ferry, sight- 
seeing boat or inter-island steamer. Your travel 
agent can advise you before you leave, especially 
if you plan to visit any of the following coun- 
tries: Hong Kong, Japan, Malaysia, New Hebrides, 
New Zealand, the Philippines, Singapore, South 
Korea, Sri Lanka, Tahiti, Thailand (where water 
is the best way to travel) and Tonga Islands.

Good Business Manners for the Traveler 
in the Pacific/ Far East 


The Pacific and the Far East is a fascinating 
mixture of cultures, races, languages and re- 
ligions, not to mention systems of government. It 
comprises some of the world’s oldest civilizations 
and some of its newest industrial states. 


Common to most of this vast area is the influence 
of China, reflected in the way individual countries 
have adopted what China offered or imposed in 
the past, or have adapted to it. This, plus the 
presence of many ethnic Chinese throughout the 
area, is one of the major factors that ties these 
countries together. 


Religion is another common element. Buddhism 
(there are two main types) is the dominant re- 


ligion, and it would benefit as well as enlighten 
you to do some background reading on it before 
you leave, as well as on Hinduism, Islam and 
Taoism. If nothing more, a little study will reveal 
how little Christian and Western ways of thinking 
apply in the East. 


You will also benefit from background reading 
on the history and culture of the countries you 
plan to visit. The better known travel guide books 
on East Asia, the Orient and the Pacific usually 
contain short summaries of this kind of useful 
information. However little you may learn from 
them, you will understand your Asian hosts the 
better for it, and they, in turn will appreciate the 
effort you have made to understand them. 


It is also useful to remember that nationalism 
is a very strong factor in Asia today. Some signs 
of the colonial privilege that existed before World 
War Il may still be visible in Hong Kong, but 


elsewhere, you will see people who are proud of 
their independence and working hard to build 
their own futures. 


In your business relations with Asian counter- 
parts, it is well to remember that they are accus- 
tomed to courtesy, flexibility, subtlety and har- 
mony. You are advised to suggest, to listen, to 
speak softly (never raise your voice or lose your 
temper), to try to determine what your counier- 
part feels (not just what he thinks). Do not intrude 
on his personal privacy, or indulge the kind of 
familiarity of behavior to which we Americans are 
accustomed on first meeting. Getting to know 
your Asian counterparts will be a longer process 
than in the U.S. but it will pay off, in the end, in 
rich personal as well as business rewards. 


Communicating with your business contacts will 
be no problem, since you will find that English is 


spoken almost everywhere. You will also find at 
least one English-language newspaper and maga- 
zine in each country. They can be a source of | 
useful information and valuable insights. Remem- 
ber, also, that the spoken English you will hear 
will probably have been altered somewhat by the 
people speaking it, but if you are patient and 
good humored about it, you should have little 
difficulty in understanding it and, in turn, being 
understood yourself. 

When making a business call or visiting a gov- 
ernment office, a prior appointment is almost 
always necessary. In most cases, a conservative 
business suit should be worn. The exceptions are 
mainly: Indonesia, Malaysia, Singapore and Thai- 
land, where a white shirt, tie and trousers is 
acceptable for business calls, though a suit should 
be worn for visits to government offices. 


Business cards printed in English and the local 
language are recommended in China (Mandarin), 
Korea (Korean), Malaysia (Chinese), Taiwan 
(Mandarin), and Thailand (Thai and Chinese). 
You can also expect much business entertaining, 
which can be especially elaborate (and mostly 
stag) in China, Hong Kong, India, Indonesia, 
Japan and the Republic of Korea. 

Australians, like Americans, tend to conduct busi- 
ness over drinks. Business men in New Zealand, 
on the other hand, are quite conservative and 
the atmosphere there is more like London than 
Australia. 

As you are planning your trip, before leaving the 
U.S., you may find it useful to talk to an Area 
Trade Specialist at one of the District Offices of 
the U.S. Department of Commerce. The largest 
office is at 26 Federal Plaza in New York City and 
there are 42 others in major cities across the 


country. Assistance or information about market- 
ing in the Far East may also be obtained by tele- 
phoning the Office of International Marketing, 
Bureau of International Commerce, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Telephone numbers for the 
key people on the Far East are:

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Some Travel Tips 


Documents 


A valid U.S. passport is a must. Remember, 
when traveling always carry your passport with 
you—never pack it in your luggage. Do not sur- 
render it except to authorized immigration au- 
thorities and, when required to do so, to hotel 
receptionists. 


Many countries also require your passport to ca rry 
a visa stamp before you may enter. These stamps 
are issued for a small fee by the Embassies and 
Consulates for the countries concerned—check 
with the Consulate, Embassy, your airline or travel 
agent to find out which visas you require. Under 
World Health Organization Regulations many 
countries require visitors to have been vaccinated 
against smallpox, cholera and yellow fever. Typhus 


and Typhoid-paratyphoid innoculations are not 
required under WHO Regulations but in some 
countries they are advisable. If you are in any 
doubt about vaccination procedures, this infor- 
mation is available from the Consulate or Em- 
bassy of the country concerned. Your airline or 
travel agent will gladly assist you also. Make sure 
you have all your necessary documentation in 
order long before departure date. 

Insurance on personal effects is a prudent and 
reasonable investment for the traveler. So, too, 
is medical insurance, especially if you have a 
health problem. (See Health.) 


Packing Tips 

Here are a few suggestions which may be helpful 
in planning and packing your wardrobe: 

Pack clothes that will be comfortable. Plan on 
drip-dry and wrinkle-free fabrics. (Tissue dividers 
help prevent wrinkling.) Shorts or flashy sport- 
shirts are not popular in cities. In packing toiletry, 
use unbreakable plastic bottles. Pack film in your 
flight bag as customs x-rays can ruin it. Take 
along duplicate keys for your suitcase, A small, 
collapsible umbrella is highly recommended—as 
are a needle and thread for those inevitable emer- 
gencies. And for convenience, the best place for 
your toothbrush and toothpaste is your handbag 
or attache case. What you bring depends on per- 
sonal preference and itinerary, but observe these 
simple guidelines and local customs, and use 
common sense as your best guide! 


Electric Current 

Most countries of the Pacific and Southeast Asia 
use 50 cycle current at a variety of voltages (from 
220 to 400). Accordingly, you would be well ad- 
vised to take no electrical appliances with you 


unless you are going to Hawaii, Japan, Korea, the 
Philippines or Taiwan, all of which have 60 cycle, 
110 volt current, as in the U.S. Some large hotels 
in other countries have 60 cycle/110 volt outlets 
for electric shavers, but it is recommended that 
you check with the desk clerk before using what 
may seem to be a ‘‘safe’’ outlet, to avoid the risk 
of burning it out. 


Health 

If your health requires it, in addition to prescrip- 
tion sunglasses, bring along enough prescribed 
medicine to last throughout your trip (if your 
brand is not available along the way). And have 
your doctor provide a list of any other prescrip- 
tions you may need to have filled while traveling. 
The traveler who may be anxious about a health 
problem might consider the service offered by 
Intermedic, which enables its members to obtain 
care from qualified, English-speaking physicians. 
A directory, printed by Intermedic, lists some 300 
participating doctors in 170 cities in 89 countries, 
with their day and night telephone numbers. 

The organization assures its members that fees 
will be maintained at reasonable levels. Member- 
ship in Intermedic can be arranged through its 
headquarters (777 Third Avenue, New York, N.Y. 
10017) or through travel agents. 

Once you touch down, you will naturally be eager 
to start doing everything you’ve planned. But give 
yourself a better start by relaxing first. 

A warm bath and a nap are just the thing to tone 
you up again after a long jet flight. 


Tipping 
In general, light tipping or no tipping at all is the 
rule in most countries of the Pacific and Far East. 


The practice is somewhat more prevalent than in 
former years, but it nowhere approaches the extra 
payments that European travelers are expected 
to make for the services they receive. 

In Tahiti, NO TIPPING whatsoever is expected for 
any service of any kind. Elsewhere, there is usual- 
ly no tipping when a service charge has been 
added to hotel or restaurant bills, and only a 
small tip is expected by porters, roomboys, bell- 
boys or doormen. In many places the no-tipping 
rule applies to taxi drivers as well. 


In general, where tipping is expected, light tip- 
ping is the rule. This means 10% of the bill and 
sometimes less. What you yourself might con- 
sider a trivial amount is perfectly acceptable in 
many places. 


In some countries, in fact, an offer of a tip may 
be considered offensive in some situations. It is, 
therefore, wise to check with a knowledgeable 
person—an airline attendant, a hotel desk clerk, 
a business contact—before or after your arrival 
at a Pacific destination to determine the local 
tipping practices. 


When in doubt, tip lightly and only for special 
services, and you’re not likely to go wrong. 


U.S. Customs Regulations 


Even though you will be traveling on business you still 
may want to make some local purchases for yourself 
or as gifts. Therefore, you should be familiar with the 
U.S. Customs regulations. 

If you are a U.S. resident you may bring home $300 
worth of duty-free purchases (retail value) provided 
1) you have not claimed any-of them for the last 30 
days, 2) you have been outside the U.S. for at least 48 
hours and 3) the goods are to be used personally or as 
gifts. (The limit is $600 if you are returning directly or 


indirectly from American Samoa or Guam. On the next 
$600 worth you pay 5%.) 

Items must accompany you and it is a good idea to keep 
receipts to prove the value of your purchases. One quart 
of liquor (per adult) and 100 cigars (per person of any 
age) are included in the exemption. (Each adult may 
bring a gallon of liquor from American Samoa or Guam, 
provided no more than a quart is acquired elsewhere.) 
Unsolicited gifts of not more than $25 in fair retail 
value ($40 from American Samoa or Guam) can be 
sent to friends or relatives in the U.S. free of duty or tax. 
You can send as many gifts as you want, but no more 
than one parcel per day to the same person, and you 
cannot ship alcoholic beverages, tobacco products, or 
alcoholic perfumes worth more than $1. Be sure to 
mark each parcel ‘Unsolicited Gift—Value Under $25.” 
Such gifts mailed to friends or relatives do not reduce 
your $300 (or $600) exemption, and need not be de- 
clared to U.S, Customs when you return to the U.S. 
Restrictions on travel to North Korea, Vietnam and 
Democratic Kampuchea have been lifted, and visitors 
to these countries may purchase a maximum of $300 
worth of goods for personal use. This allowance may be 
used only once every six months. 

For more information on customs regulations, ask the 
U.S. Customs Service for a copy of its pamphlet on cus- 
toms hints for returning U.S. residents, ‘‘Know Before 
You Go.”’ This can be especially useful for its listing of 
agricultural, meat and other products which cannot be 
imported or which require an import permit. Other re- 
stricted items include biological materials, certain 
books, cultural property, firearms and ammunition.
